Striving to aid students both 
academically and socially, Clat- 
sop College sponsors several 
clubs. 

Dedicated to recognizing out- 
standing scholars is CCC’s Pi 
Phi Chapter of Phi Theta Kap- 
pa, the nationwide honorary for 
community colleges. Members 
must have a 3.5 GPA to enter 
and maintain a 3.0 GPA after 
entrance. The chapter’s largest 
project of last year was sponsor- 
ing a countywide “Name the 
New Library Contest”. 

Perhaps one of the most ac- 


tive clubs on campus is AWS, 
the Associated Women’s Stu- 
dents. Open to all college wo- 
men, the elub provides a great 
service to the school, as its 
members serve at all college 
banquets, as well as at the re- 
freshment counter at home bas- 
ketball games.

Finance Problems? 
Help Is Available! 


Students in need of financial 
aid to continue their education 
will find help in various forms 
available through the Office of 
Student Affairs, Programs ad- 
ministered by the college in- 
clude federally funded Work- 
Study and Educational Oppor- 
tunity Grant programs and the 
National Defense Student Loan 
program. 


To be eligible a student must: 
1) be able to show need, 2) 
carry a full-time class load, 3) 
maintain good academic stand- 
ing. 

“The first step in qualifying 
for financial aid is to establish 
need,” said Counselor Bruce 
Lower. “This is usually done 
through a Parents’ Confidential 
Statement, available in the Of- 
fice of Student Affairs. 

“If a student is married or 
self-supporting, however, a 
statement of his own financial 
status will be needed.” 

Under the federal Work 
Study program a student may 
work a maximum of 15 hours 
per week at $1.60 per hour. He 
must carry a class load of at 
least 12 credit hours in Liberal 
Arts or 15 clock hours in Voca- 
tion-Technical courses. Jobs in- 
clude secretarial work, mainten- 
ance, bookstore, library and oth- 
er help needed by the faculty or 
administration of the college. 

National Defense Student 
Loans have the same basic eligi- 
bility requirements as the Work 
Study program. In addition the 
student must make separate ap- 
plication for the loan, furnish 
three references, sign oath and 
allegiance to the United States 
and legal note for the amount 
borrowed. A maximum of 10 
years at 3% interest is allowed 
to pay back the loan,

Long a dream, and now a 
reality, is Clatsop College's new 
library building, ready for oc- 
cupancy this fall. The three- 
floor building, entitled the Dora 
Badolett Library, named in 
honor of one of Asto’ 
day teachers and librarians, 

She helped start the Astoria 
Public Library in 1892, and 
served on the Astoria High 
School teaching staff and library 
board for 46 years, 

The two upper floors serve as 
headquarters for the many vol- 
umes of books in CCC’s posses- 
sion, as well as housing a re- 
source center, conference rooms, 
and faculty lounge. In addition, 
the college's study skills center,

under the direction of Mr, Fred 
Efaw, will be located in the li- 
brary building. 

The lower floor, though not 
completely finished, will serve 
as home for CCC's rapidly ex- 
panding Art department. Fu- 
ture plans include a Voe-Tech 
library on this floor. 

The library is open for use 
from 8:30 a.m, to 5:00 p.m, and 
from 6:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday, and 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m, on 
Fridays.

In charge of audio-visual func- 
tions is Fred Efaw.

Dr. Jackson Hargis becomes 
assistant dean of instruction and 
director of the vocational-tech- 
nical division at the college. He 
will coordinate his efforts with 
those of Paul See, dean of in- 
struction and director of trans- 
fer education, to develop an ex- 
tensive and comprehensive in- 
structional program for the col- 
lege. Dr. Hargis comes to As- 
toria with a broad background 
for his assignment. He is a 
graduate in marine engineering 
from California Maritime Aca- 
demy, has his master’s degree 
from San Francisco State, and 
his doctorate in education from 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. Dr. Hargis, the au- 
thor of several monographs in 
scientific and administrative 
fields, has most recently served 
as administrator in Sacramento 
(Calif.) public schools. Dr. Har- 
gis, his wife, and their three 
children are occupying the 
Gearhart home of former Clat- 
sop president, Dr. Stewart Mc- 
Collom. 






Cyrus R. Righter, trained at 
Iowa State University, is em-

Program 


Expanding 


That the maritime science 
program at Clatsop Community 
College is attracting wide at- 
tention is evidenced by the fact 
that students from as far away 
as the Atlantic seaboard are al- 
ready arriving for the fall term 
Admissin has been granted to 
students listing Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, Florida and Wis- 
consin as their home states. 

Captain Jerry Elsbree, marine 
instructor, states that Astoria’s 
fortunate geographic location 
plus the encouragement and 
support of local leaders in the 
maritime industries have com- 
bined to make Clatsop’s the 
most complete marine technolo- 
gy program offered on the West 
Coast and unique in community 
colleges anywhere in the nation. 

Another feature unique to 
this year’s program is the early 
admission of five young women 
who will register as full-time 
marine tech students. Others 
have inquired about adding 
oceanography as an elective.

member Cy Righter, a 19-year 
employee of Western Farmers, 
contributed grass seed to sow 
the recently leveled lawn areas. 

Forty azalea plants have been 
set out as a foundation planting 
at the Voe-Tech building. Busi- 
ness manager Orville MeGunigal 
reports that he has found a 
supply of spreading junipers 
which the college can buy for 
20% of the commercial price 
because the land is to be clear- 
ed. These will be used to cover 
slopes too steep for grass. 

Henry Lunki, grounds super- 
intendent, is supervising the 
work-study students who have 
been clearing out weeds and 
rocks so that further plantings 
can be made according to the 
master plan developed last year 
by a faculty-student committee. 
One feature of the long-range 
plan is the development of a 
botanical gardens trail to ex- 
tend from the east parking lot 
to the Astoria Column. Some 
clearing on the trail has been 
done by students under the di- 
rection of faculty member, Ern- 
est Davis. Plant identification 
will be a project of the biology 
classes taught by Miss Margaret 
McCarter. 


Improvement to parking lots 
and entrances is being studied 
with city engineer, Bruce Clau- 
sen, helping as consultant.
